gress refused him? It is nothing 
but a m atter of fixed political con­ 
victions working out in plain arithe- 
metic. 
In the next Congress, if it should 
be Republican, the President would 
find the same two powerful figures 
who blocked his trade program be­ 
fore in the same powerful places 
of authority. They are Rep. Dan 
Reed (R., N.Y.), chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, and Senator Eugene D. M ini­ 
kin (R., Colo.), chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee. Sena­ 
tor Minikin continues in the next 
Congress, not being up for re­ 
election; while Rep. Reed’s re­ 
election is considered automatic 
from the district he has represent­ 
ed for 34 years. 
Below these two leaders, the line­ 
up within the party in Congress on 
the tariff issue will be about the 
same. You may count on that. 
There is one direct way for the 
President to try to change that to 
his own way of thinking. 
That 
would be to make an issue of the 
tariff within his party and choose 
between Republican cnadidates on 
the basis of their tariff views. He 
has not the slightest intention of 
doing anything of the sort, or of 
choosing between Republicans on 
any issue. 
There is one possible result of 
the election which would give him 
enough votes for his trade pro­ 
gram. That would be a Democratic 
Congress. But he can’t get mixed 
up in anything like that, or even 
think of it. 
One other course is open to him 
as leader of the Republican party. 
That would be to make such an 
issue of foreign trade in general 
terms - in campaign speeches 
addressed to the public at large - 
that he would impress the people 
so that they would, in time and in 
turn, bring pressure upon the next 
Congress to do what the President 
wants. 
Obviously the hope that he might 
stress the issue is harbored by 
some Republicans of international­ 
ist viewpoint who 
are 
worried 
about the prospects of effective 
action in the next Congress. This 
came out in the letter written to 
the President at Denver by Harry 
D. Bulbs, head of General Mibs, 
Inc., who said: “Some of your 
friends are concerned about the 
place this program occupies for 
the year ahead.’’ 
The President in a statement 
from 
his 
summer headquarters 
said the trade program would have 
“high priority’’ in his program for 
the next Congress, and gave as­ 
surance that his own views are 
still the same as expressed in his 
message to Congress last March 
30. 
In that message the President 
recomrpended the comprehensive 
foreign trade program embodied 
in the report of the special com­ 
mission headed by Clarance Ran­ 
dall, the steel man. Among other 
things, it called for extension of 
the reciprocal trade program for 
three years and for authorization 
for further tariff cuts within a

range of 15 percent, five percent a 
year. 
Senator Minikin and Rep. Reed, 
who were both members of the 
Randall Commission, 
balked at 
such a program in dissenting re­ 
ports and their views were shared 
by so many other Republicans that 
the President had to give up his 
program. Instead, he had to be 
content with a flat, one-year ex­ 
tension of the reciprocal trade pro­ 
gram, under which there is little 
leeway for the State Department 
to bargain with other nations for 


further tariff reductions. The Pres­ 
ident got this face-saving com­ 
promise only through Democratic 
votes. 
One obstacle to a real campaign 
by the President on foreign trade 
is that it might offend many Re­ 
publicans. It can be forecast with­ 
out much risk that you’ll hear 
little of it in the campaign; but, 
by the same token, don’t be shock­ 
ed when, in the next Congress, if 
it’s a Republican Congress, you see 
the same thing happen as happen­ 
ed in the 83rd Congress.

West Germany has achieved a 
remarkable recovery, which makes 
her the strongest country in Eur­ 
ope.

West Germany has 
its sovereignty in all but name 
now and the technical forms will 
shortly be complied with. 
Can thp Chancellor put it ovf'r 
in the face of the disappointment 
and frustration attendant upon the 
fate of EDC at Brussels, the diplo­ 
matic defeats at Berlin and Gen­ 
eva, with their subsequent loss of 
prestige by the United States? 
The official circles answer yes, 
emphatically.

Life Saving 
Perhaps we now will see what 
will happen when all-out policing 
of the highways is 
attempted. 
Though the loss of life on the 
nation’s roads primarily is the 
J’ault of those who drive cars, and 
the problem never will be com­ 
pletely eliminated until the drivers 
take care, we always have believed 
that people behave best when there 
is a traffic cop in sight or right 
around the comer. 
With Labor Day coming up, the 
governor of Michigan has decided 
that the loss of many lives within 
a day or two justifies extreme 
measures. In fact, he believes that 
the potential killing of this many 
people can be classified as an em­ 
ergency. We agree! 
He is calling out the national 
guard and hopes to police the 
lighways so thoroughly that driv­ 
ing will be calmed down to a sane 
rate, traffic jams smoothed out, 
and dangerous situations eliminat­ 
ed. The guard will use . planes to 
spot trouble and will have jeeps on 
the ground in contact with the spot­ 
ters. 
If enough of this equipment is 
available to do a real job, Michi­ 
gan may reduce its death total to 
ess than an average week end. 
Just the presence of uniformed 
men is enough to have a major 
effect. Because speed is your vil- 
ain, speed and recklessness. With 
officers watching, these two ugly 
labits are apt to be curbed, and 
the spilling of blood reduced. 
We hesitate to encourage this 
parctice because of the monster 
that is found in the cure. Freely 
using the troops for police purposes 
las frightening potentialities, and 
we hope that other means can be 
round to provide the same protec­ 
tion if the Michigan experiment 
works. 
However, it may be safer to 
utilize troops for emergency situa­ 
tions and avoid too large a state 
police force. This becomes involved 
in current efforts by some to fed­ 
eralize all troops and to eliminate 
the state guard. This is another 
and very important subject, related 
to, but not our main theme of the 
moment. 
What we are after now is an 
answer to the loss of lives on the 
highways. Considering our average 
day, and the wrecking and maim­ 
ing that takes place, the holiday 
toll is not surprising. In fact, it 
isn’t high, by comparison. 
But that does not mean it is 
right. Nothing that cripples, kills, 
and damages is right if we can 
find a remedy. We doubt if there 
is a single cure. Cars are not as 
safe as they could be. Highways 
are not as safe as they could be 
made, Drivers are not screened 
as are those who fly planes. Until 
these and other weaknesses are 
overcome, 
teacher 
must stand 
watch to see that the class behaves. 
Last year about 1600 people were 
killed on Pennsylvania highways. 
No war has proved that costly. 
And the figures come right home. 
We find 14 listed as killed in War­ 
ren county. This is a worse per 
capita record than big Erie county 
which is five or six times as large 
and lost 65. 
Other neighbors and their losses 
are Venango with 17 killed, Craw­ 
ford with 14, McKean with 8, Mer­ 
cer had 21, and even little Forest 
had 4. 
Perhaps Governor Williams is 
wrong in calling this an emergency, 
but if he can force death to join 
the rest of us in a holiday next 
Monday it will 
be 
proof 
that 
people can drive safely if they are 
forced to. The next step will be to 
make them do so of their own free 
will. 
An odd twist, really, having to 
force people to save their own lives. 
And, by so doing, perhaps take a 
step which eventually could rob 
them of their freedom.

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THE IMPORTANCE 


OF LABOR 


Labor Day reminds us of the 


great importance of labor in 


producing all the goods and ser­ 


vices so necessary to our way of 


life.

British to be absolutely horrible 
by absolutely everyone, most Bri­ 
tons - or at least most of those 
Britons who write to “The Times”

the “American system of broad­ 
casting,” as commercial broadcas­ 
ting is known, was suitable only to 
those vulgar Americans, that no 
Briton could stomach it.

But suppose that the British not 
only can stomach it but like it? 
What then? The fact is that the 
English have been subjected to 
such a barrage of propaganda 
about the vulgarity of American 
broadcasting that anyone watch­ 
ing the “American system” and 
finding himself enjoying it is going 
to feel terribly guilty about it. 
And yet I have a suspicion the 
English are going to like commer­ 
cial broadcasting very much. It 
won't be the first time. During the 
war, the Armed Forces Network 
which we built there for our own 
troops broadcast many American 
radio 
programs. 
Those 
Britons 
nearby our camps tuned in in 
droves. Several of our vulgar Am­ 
erican 
TV 
programs, notably 
“What’s My Line?” and “Down 
You Go,” are on the BBC and are 
immensely popular. 
I’m always bemused by this mat­ 
ter of taste, anyhow. Recently, for 
example, Sir Thomas Beecham, 
England’s noted conductor, wrote 
a series of articles for “The Times” 
of London, defending the American 
system of broadcasting. Some of 
the defense was very sound; bits of 
it were decidedly curious. 
Said Sir Thomas, among other 
things, about an evening spent 
watching our TV: “Availing myself 
of a dozen different channels (Sir 
Thomas must have been mid-way 
between New York and Philadel­ 
phia, tuning in on both cities. Even 
hen you couldn’t get a dozen), I 
found myself enjoying a highly at­ 
tractive series of spectacles. Each 
evening I viewed a first-rate boxing 
match, 
(Really? Each evening? 
Where did you get this set, Sir 
Thomas?) and, most absorbing of 
all, a wrestling contest, something 
with which our own public is com 
paratively unfamiliar. 
I know of. little more virile and 
exciting than the sight of one 
gentleman, weighing about seven­ 
teen stone picking up another of 
similar avoirdupois and throwing 
him over his head with as much 
acility and address as if he were 
handling bales of cotton or sacks 
of coal. I enjoyed other truly mas­ 
culine and adult exhibitions of a 
similar sort which find place rare- 
y in our one and only monopolistic 
institution.” 
What do you suppose the other 
truly masculine and adult exhi­ 
bitions” were - roller derbies? I 
suppose it would be unkind to in­ 
form Sir Thomas that our wrestling 
matches are as phony as a three- 
dollar bill and I hope that none of 
you will. “Adult and masculine,” 
I? Who — Gorgeous George? 
Some of the British attacks on 
our system are kinder than this 
defense. In reply to this defense, I 
think it only fair to point out that 
our wrestling matches belong to the 
early Neanderthal Period of Amer­ 
ican television along with Faye

1954 License Required Sept. I 
The Game Commission reminds 
j hunters that the current hunting 
license period expires August 31. 
[ Beginning September I, and until 
the end of next August, a 1954 
hunting license must be owned and 
I worn in the lawful hunting or trap­ 
ping of any wild birds or animals 
in this State. 
The Department of Revenue ad 
vises 1954 hunting licenses have 
been shipped to all issuing agents. 
They should be available anywhere 
in the State as of September I. 
Any person applying for the Spec­ 
ial Archery License required for 
the October bow and arrow season 
on antlered deer must first own a 
1954 Pennsylvania hunting license. 
Archery license applications are 
obtainable from all hunting license 
issuing agents, but each applica 
tion must be sent with the $2 OO 
fee to the Department of Revenue 
at Harrisburg - the only agency 
empowered to issue such licenses. 
Occasionally 
s o m e o n e 
asks 
whether it is necessary to buy a 
hunting license to lawfully hun* 
foxes, crows, 
certain 
hawks, or 
other 
unprotected 
species. 
The 
gam e law requires, generally, that 
persons who wish to take wild birds 
or animals of any description in 
Pennsylvania, either by hunting or 
trapping, must own and wear 
hunting license for the current per­ 
iod. 
The law provides these three ex 
ceptions: 
I. Any citizen residing upon 
and regularly and continuously cul­ 
tivating lands in Pennsylvania for 
general farm purposes, truck grow­ 
ing, orchards or nurseries, operat­ 
ed on a commercial basis, may 
hunt or trap thereon without li­ 
cense. Under the above conditions, 
such person may also hunt or trap 
upon lands connecting with his own, 
other than those publicly-owned 
without a hunter’s license after ob­ 
taining written consent from the 
owner or lessee. 
2. Resident disabled war veter­ 


ans with the loss of one or more 
.imbs or the loss of the use of one 
or more limbs, if service incurred, 
may receive a free hunter’s license 
from any county treasurer. 
3. Residents under 18 years of 
age may trap fur-bearing animals 
(except 
beavers) 
and 
predators 
without a hunter’s license, but they 
must have a license to trap rac­ 
coons, which are gam e animals, 
and beavers. 


The Sail Juan Rabbit 
On February IO, this year, the 
Pennsylvania 
Department 
of 
lealth issued a regulation forbid­ 
ding the importation of any live 
wild rabbit, hare or rodent into 
the 
Commonwealth 
from 
areas 
mown to be infected with danger­ 
ous transmissible 
diseases. 
This 
eliminated cottontail rabbit ship­ 
ments 
from 
customary 
western 
state sources. However, the De­ 
partment did not ban importation 
of a special breed of rabbit from 
the San Juan Islands, located in 
Puget Sound off the west coast of 
Washington. (A $1 fee is required 
with each importation permit re­ 
quest to the Department.) The rea­ 
son was the Washington State De­ 
partment of Health has had no 
reports of bubonic plague or other 
serious diseases transm issible from 
rabbits to man from these islands 
in recent years.
